confirms the above information. 
The 
first news of the race Hot was brought 
here by Cornelius Mixon. 
He stated 
that white men rode into Franklinton 
asking for help, saying that the ne­ 
groes were up In arm s threatening to 
exterminate the whites. 
Tho scene 
of the trouble is at or near Bal I town, 
where a negro was burned last week 
for crim inally assaulting 
a 
white 
woman. 
This was 
not 
tie cause, 
hoj^ever, of the murders. 
Mr. Mixon 
saw and talked with many men from 
the scene and they said more and 
worse trouble was expected, as armed 
men were flocking to the scene and 
was reported the blacks were equally 
active in preparing for a battle. 
P. B. Carter arrived from Franklin­ 
ton and told your correspondent that 
the situation was terrible and more 
trouble feared.

Seals and Charles E llio tt and another 
white man whose name he did not 
know were dead, and E. VV’. Thomp­ 
son. a white man, was wounded, and 
that l l negroes were dead.

A posse 
has left Franklinton for the scene in 
charge of Sheriff Simmons and from 
all over the country armed men are 
hurrying to the same place.

worse trouble was expected, as armed 
men were flocking to the scone and 
was reported the blacks were equally 
active in preparing for a battle. 
P. B. Carter arrived from FranWla­ 
tón and told your correspondent that 
the situation was terrible and more 
trouble feared.

white man whose name he did not 
know were dead, and E. W. Thomp­ 
son. a white man. waa wounded, and 
that 11 negroes were dead.

This number of pupils at the rate of 
$1.85 per pupil will bring the amount 
apportioned for fchool purposes in 
Crow W ing county up to $5812.70. 
There are two apportionments in 
the school year known as the March 
and October apportionments. 
The 
March 
apportionment 
is usually 
much less than the one made in Octo­ 
ber, but of course for the present 
school year there is no way to know 
what the amount for March will be. 
The 
October apportionment is 
much less than for the year l!KX>, al­ 
though there is qflite an increase in 
the number of pupils. 
In the year 
1900 the apportionment per pupil 
for October was $2.73 and for March 
$1.25, making a total of $3.98 per 
pupil. 
The October apportionment 
for 1900 was $7570.29 which is nearly 
$2000 more than the apportionment 
for the same month this year. 
Superintendent Wilson stated this 
morning that he could not account for 
the reduction and said that if it is 
carried throughout the state that the 
money paid to counties for school 
purposes by the state this year will 
be less by $160,000 than last year.
